Afghan 
war diary 

More than 91,000 documents, 
most of which are secret U.S. 
military reports about the war 
in Afghanistan, were released 
Sunday by wikileaks.org. 

Following are some details 
and highlights of the docu- 
ments, which were released 
first to The New York Times, 
The Guardian and Der Spiegel. 

MCT 

Civilian casualties 

The documents have ac- 
counts of civilian deaths and 
injuries. The Guardian said 144 
entries record a wide spec- 
trum of assaults on Afghans. 

It said the files show that the 
U.S.-led coalition troops have 
killed hundreds of civilians in 
unreported incidents. 

The Taliban and lEDs 

Documents show that from 
2004-2009 the improvised 
explosive devise had become 
the Taliban’s favored weapon 
and the biggest killer of coali- 
tion soldiers. The Guardian 
said that in 2004 the logs re- 
ported 308 makeshift bombs, 
while in 2009 the number had 
jumped to 7,155. 

Secret ‘black’ unit 

A secret “black” unit of U.S.- 
led special forces-Task Force 
373-was being used to hunt 
down Taliban leaders for “kill 
or capture” without trial. 

Missile attacks 

The U.S. military knows the 
Taliban has used portable 
heat-seeking missiles against 
allied aircraft, though the mili- 
tary has not disclosed the fact. 
The New York Times quoted 
one report that said a U.S. he- 
licopter was struck by a heat- 
seeking surface-to-air missile, 
killing all seven passengers. 

Pakistan aids 
insurgency 

The documents suggest 
that Pakistan allowed repre- 
sentatives of its spy service 
(Inter-Services Intelligence) 
to meet directly with the 
Taliban to organize militant 
groups that fight against U.S. 
soldiers. The New York Times 
reported.

White House on the offensive in wake of secret documents being ieaked

WASHINGTON The Obama administration 
scrambled Monday to manage the explosive lesk 
of secret military records that paint a grim pic- 
ture of the U.S.-led war in Afghanistan and raise 
new doubts about l^ey ally Pakistan. 

The release of some 91,000 classified docu- 
ments is likely to fuel uncertainty in the U.S. 
Congress about the unpopular war as President 
Obama sends 30,000 more soldiers into the bat- 
tle to break the Taliban insurgency 

The documents, made public by the whistle- 
blowing website WikiLeaks, detail allegations 
that U.S. forces sought to cover up civilian deaths 
as well as U.S. concern that Pakistan secretly 
aided Taliban militants even as it took billions of 


dollars in U.S. aid. 

The White House condemned the leak, saying 
it could threaten national security and endanger 
American lives. The Pentagon called the release 
a “criminal act” and said it was reviewing the 
documents to determine the potential damage 
to U.S. and coalition troops. 

“It poses a very real and potential threat to 
those who are working every day to keep us safe,” 
White House spokesman Robert Gibbs said. 

The leaked documents, a collection of field in- 
telligence and threat reports from before Obama 
ordered the troop surge in December, illustrate 
the Pentagon’s own bleak assessment of the war 
amid deteriorating security and a strengthening 
Taliban. 


Julian Assange, the founder of WikiLeaks, told 
a news conference Monday in London that his 
group has held back 15,000 of the documents as 
it decides whether their publication has security 
implications. 

The documents show evidence of potential 
war crimes, Assange said. But U.S. State Depart- 
ment spokesman PJ. Crowley said he saw noth- 
ing in the material to back up such charges. 

The leak came as the Taliban said it was hold- 
ing one of two U.S. servicemen who strayed into 
insurgent territory and that the other hostage 
had been killed. 

The reported capture could further erode 
public support for the war in the U.S. ahead of 
congressional elections in November. 





How does WikiLeaks work? 


In just 3/2 years, the secretive or- 
ganization founded by a convict- 
ed Australian hacker has helped 
pioneer a new model for using the 
Internet to unearth classified gov- 
ernment documents and private 
corporate memos. WikiLeaks has 
homed in on targets as wide-rang- 
ing as corruption in the Kenyan rul 
ing family to Sarah Palin’s private 
e-mail account. 


Its sources are mysterious. It 
appears to operate with few pro- 
fessional staff supported through 
donations of time and money from 
leftist activists and others from 
Iceland to China. 

Founder Julian Assange has 
avoided the role of impartial jour- 
nalist, embracing instead the role 
of a muckraker using technology 
to do what he says the mainstream 




media are not doing enough of. 

As a “crowdsourced” operation 
in the Wikipedia model, volunteers 
around the world add to the site. 
Other than Assange and hundreds 
of volunteers stationed around the 
world, a handful of full-time staffers 
parse through documents and vid- 
eo, said Birgitta Jonsdottir, a mem- 
ber of the Icelandic Parliament and 
WikiLeaks volunteer, mct

Wilson stop still 
the grossest? 

It’s been about a year since readers 
voted the Wilson stop on the Red Line 
the winner of Going Public’s first Crust 
Station contest to spotlight the grimiest 
CTA stop. 

What a year it’s been for Wilson, 
which was chided in 2009 for its toilet 
smell, peeling paint, crumbling marble 
and decades of decay 

In February, the Chicago Transit 
Board approved the use of $3 million in 
tax increment financing, or TIF, money 
intended to promote redevelopment in 
certain areas in the city, to renovate the 
Wilson stationhouse and adjacent retail 
concession spaces. 

The CTA said the project currently is in the design phase, and 
there’s no timetable for construction, though retailers already have 
vacated their stores. 

Wlson also has seen its ridership grow 5.1 percent in the first six 
months of 2010 compared to the first six months of 2009, a much 
higher growth than many of its North Side Red Line counterparts. 
These numbers are expected to increase, thanks to a nearby Target 
store that held its grand opening Sunday 

The stop also has garnered negative attention. In June, a shooting 
in Uptown sent people running up to the Wlson platform, the Tri- 
bune reported. There also have been a few reports of iPhones stolen 
at that stop. 

The need for increased security was one of the topics mentioned by 
riders who spoke to CP during rush hour Monday morning. CP asked 
riders waiting on the platform if the stop has gotten better, worse 
or stayed the same in the past year and how they would improve the 
stationhouse, which was built in 1923. 

Some riders said they would like the station to be cleaned more 
frequently while others said they want to see increased security 

Station crime seems to have decreased slightly There were 26 
incidents of crime reported on the Wlson platform in the six first 
months of this year compared to 34 incidents the same period in 
2009, according to everyblock.com, which compiles preliminary 
police data. The most common crime was fare jumping. 

Meanwhile, a few riders said they would like to see an elevator in- 
stalled to improve accessibility Wlson is one of 53 CTA stations that 
is not compliant with the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

Other riders said they would like to see a digital display that shows 
train arrival times such as those at other Red Line stops, more trains, 
a convenience store and a transit card machine at the station entrance 
off Wilson Avenue.

FINAL COUNTDOWN 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS TAKE TURN AS JUDGE 
WARNS BLAGO LAWYER TO WATCH HIS STEP

Was it a showdown or merely show time? Closing arguments at the 
corruption trial of Rod Blagojevich took a sharp detour Monday as one 
of the former governor’s lawyers all but vowed to defy an order barring him 
from calling out the prosecution for failing to summon key witnesses to testify 


Jurors’ names to stay secret for now 


In calm but stern tones, U.S. District Judge 
James Zagel threatened to hold Blagojevich 
attorney Sam Adam Jr. in contempt if he pro- 
ceeded. Adam said he might just try it anyway, 
prompting Zagel to suggest the Blagojevich 
legal team could sub in a dif- 
ferent lawyer to sum up their 
case if Adam remained un- 
willing to comply 

“I’m willing to go to jail for 
this, your honor,” declared 
Adam, a lawyer known for 
courtroom bombast. “I can- 
not followyour order on this.” 

At its most basic, the 
standoff meant that Zagel’s 
plans to send the case to 
jurors by Tuesday may be 
pushed back. He gave Adam 
and his colleagues the night to think over how 
they wanted to proceed. 

Less clear in a case that has been marked 
by strategic displays of showmanship on both 
sides was whether Adam’s emotional outburst 
was born of genuine indignation or whether 
it was another piece of stagecraft aimed at 
jurors who might, in defiance of orders, sur- 
reptitiously peek at news coverage. 

Adam was challenging a Friday ruling by 
Zagel that forbid the defense from making 
what is known as a “missing witness” argu- 
ment. Blagojevich’s team wants to point out 
to jurors that government lawyers originally 
suggested they would call up to 35 witnesses 


but ended up questioning only 27. 

Among those omitted was convicted fund- 
raiser Antoin “Tony” Rezko, who the govern- 
ment claims is at the heart of many of the 
conspiracies for which Blagojevich is charged. 

Prosecutors also chose not 
to call to the stand alleged 
victims of attempted extor- 
tions by the former governor, 
most significantly former 
U.S. Rep. Rahm Emanuel, 
who now is the White House 
chief of staff 

What Adam hoped to do 
was telegraph to jurors that 
prosecutors may have pared 
down their witness list to 
keep people off the stand 
who might have undermined 
the government’s case. 

On Friday Zagel told the defense he 
wouldn’t allow the “missing witness” argu- 
ment because Blagojevich’s lawyers enjoyed 
subpoena powers and could have called any 
of the same people to the stand but didn’t do 
so. Indeed, after months of vowing to mount a 
vigorous defense, Blagojevich’s lawyers chose 
at the last minute not to put their client on 
the stand or present any other witnesses. 

Overhanging much of the trial has been 
a clear culture clash between the more ag- 
gressive and fanciful legal styles on display in 
Cook County Criminal Court and the more 
precise and sober atmosphere of the federal 


U.S. District Judge James Zagel on Monday 
said the names of jurors in the case of ex- 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich won’t be released until 
after a verdict is returned. 

Denying a motion by the Chicago Tribune 
and other news outlets, Zagel said he was 
too concerned that members of the jury in 
the high-profile case would be contacted 
by the public if their names were made 
available. 

Attorneys for the news media argued that 
it is in the public’s interest to reveal the ju- 
rors’ names, noting that the media played an 
instrumental role in vetting jurors who had 
lied to the court and were serving in the case 
of Blagojevich’s predecessor, George Ryan. 


court system. Adam and Blagojevich’s other 
lawyers largely are creatures of the Cook 
County system and have repeatedly sought to 
push the envelope with Zagel. 

Legal experts said the rules on making a 
“missing witness” argument are more lax in 
state court. In federal court, veteran attorneys 
said judges may allow lawyers to point out 
that a certain witness was not called but typi- 
cally put sharp limits on telling the jury that 
it could infer something negative from that. 

“There are many ways a defendant can 
point out things he thinks are missing from 
the government’s case,” said lawyer Joel Ber- 
tocchi, who specializes in federal appeals. 
“But the law does not favor an instruction or 
an argument that someone who was not actu- 
ally called would have testified a certain way 
It seems like speculation about something 
that never happened.” 

Leonard Cavise, a DePaul University law 
professor who listened to the closing argu- 
ments Monday, saw Zagel’s ruling in a differ- 
ent light. “It’s within the judge’s discretion,” 
Cavise said. ‘And, in my opinion, it’s an abuse 
of his discretion.” 


The media lawyers added that the only time 
the names of jurors typically are kept secret 
is if they are serving in a case where their 
safety might be at risk, such as in trials of re- 
puted organized crime figures. 

But Zagel was unmoved by the argu- 
ments, saying he has been contacted first- 
hand by many members of the public about 
the trial and that he had every expectation 
those same people or others would try 
to contact the jurors. He also said that he 
previously promised the jurors their names 
would not be revealed until after the verdict 
and pulling the rug out from under them at 
this point could adversely affect their delib- 
erations. TRIBUNE 


The Adam flap upstaged everything else, 
but the day’s first argument was given by As- 
sistant U.S. Atty Christopher Niewoehner, 
who wasted little time accusing Blagojevich of 
being at the center of a conspiracy to use his 
office for his own gain and pointing at what 
has become the signature quote of the case. 

“I’ve got this thing, and it’s [expletive] 
golden, and I’m not just giving it away for 
[expletive] nothing,” Blagojevich had said of 
his ability to name a U.S. senator to succeed 
Barack Obama. 

“That was the governor of the state of Illi- 
nois talking, scheming and announcing he was 
going to do his absolute best to make money 
from this newfound power,” Niewoehner told 
the jury “He basically went on a shopping 
spree,” he said later. 

In giving the government’s first closing ar- 
gument, it was Niewoehner’s job to walk ju- 
rors through the law that applies to the case. 
His 2 hours and 40 minutes were filled with 
long explanations of the more than two dozen 
criminal counts against Blagojevich and his 
brother, Robert, and definitions of key words 
such as “bribery”

Rod Blagojevich’s corruption trial became a fam- 
ily affair Monday as he brought his school-age 
daughters to the courthouse for the first time 
since his arrest. 

The ex-governor and his wife, Patti, had the 
building buzzing after arriving in a chauffeured 
SUV with daughters Amy, 14, and Annie, 7. 

Annie sat on her mother’s lap in the front row 
during the prosecution’s closing arguments. At 
one point, she made funny faces to the gallery 
and stuck out her tongue at one spectator. An 
aunt was spotted toting a blue sippy cup filled 
with chocolate milk so Annie, who just finished 
first grade, wouldn’t spill on her white dress. 

“They’ve all been through this ordeal,” said 
state Rep. Deborah Mell, Patti’s sister. “They 
wanted {the girls] to be with them.” 

Wearing a black dress like her mother, Amy 
also sported a Cubs necklace— her dad’s favorite 
team— and carried a Coach purse for good luck. 
The handbag once belonged to her maternal 
grandmother. Marge Mell, who died in Decem- 
ber 2006. 

Amy who will start high school in the fall, 
smiled and shook hands with spectators as she 
left the courthouse. 

“It meant a lot for them to see all of their dad- 
dy’s supporters,” Patti Blagojevich wrote later on 
her Facebook page. 

It’s not the first time the Blagojevich girls have 
been thrust into a maelstrom surrounding their 
father. He often brought his daughters to pub- 
lic events when he was expected to face tough 
questions. In perhaps the most famous example, 
Blagojevich held a bawling Annie at the 2006 Il- 
linois State Fair and accused reporters of making 
her cry with their aggressive inquiries. 

Legal analysts and jury consultants doubt the 
girls’ front-row presence wiU have any sway with 
the jury If anything, it could have an adverse ef- 
fect, they said. 

“If they were trying to get sympathy I think 
it’s going to backfire,” criminal-defense attorney 
Joseph Lopez said. “The jury could be angry that 
he subjected his children to something like this. 
They’re going to think he’s a bad father.” 

But if the girls’ presence can pull at just one ju- 
ror’s heartstrings, it may serve the governor well, 
said Philip Anthony the CEO of DecisionQuest, 
a California-based jury consulting firm. 

“Even if they don’t think he’s a great dad,” An- 
thony said, “a very common reaction will be to 
ask why the children should suffer.”

For more than eight hours Saturda}^ 9-year-old 
Julien Reid sat in a room for children flying alone 
at O’Hare watching the same two videos — a wres- 
tling match and a horror movie— over and over 
again as he anxiously waited for his flight. 

But the 4th grader, who was flying alone from his 
father’s home near San Francisco and waiting for a 
connecting flight to meet his mother in Ottawa, 


Canada, was forgotten by United Airlines’ workers. 

The boy arrived in Chicago at about 11:30 a.m. 
and was scheduled to get a 1:45 p.m. connecting 
flight which had been delayed, said his mother, 
Genevieve Harte. Instead, the boy arrived in Ot- 
tawa at about ii p.m., Harte said. 

“I thought I wasn’t going to make it home; I 
thought I was going to have to sleep there,” Julien 
said from Ottawa. “I was happy to be on the plane 


and get here.” 

When Harte arrived at the Ottawa airport, she 
discovered her son was nowhere to be found. Her 
son phoned her, not knowing that his flight had 
taken off, and told his mom that he was told the 
flight had been delayed. 

“He didn’t know he was being forgotten, every- 
body kept telling him his flight was delayed . . . hours 
went by he was completely unaware,” Harte said.

Quinn OKs stiff penalty for prank 911 calls

People found guilty of making a false 911 call to 
an emergency response center soon will face up to 
three years in prison. 

Gov Pat Quinn on Monday signed into a law 
a measure he said is aimed at properly punishing 
those who put law enforcement officers’ lives in 
danger by placing prank emergency calls. 

The legislation was crafted after Kankakee 
County Sheriff’s Deputy Dave Stukenborg was 


severely injured when his squad car blew a tire 
and flipped several times while responding to a 
false call reporting five dead bodies in November 
2009. 

Because of a loophole in state la\y the woman 
who placed the call only could be charged with 
a misdemeanor because the call was made to an 
emergency call center, not a law enforcement of- 
fice. Quinn’s signature closes that loophole, mak- 
ing it a felony that could result in three years in 


prison and a $25,000 fine. The law goes into effect 
Jan. I. 

“What we’re trying to say is that our police of- 
ficers and our law enforcement are very, very dear 
to all of us in this state,” said Rep. Lisa Dugan, a 
Kankakee Democrat who sponsored the legisla- 
tion. “There are consequences to those who be- 
lieve that it’s in anybody’s best interest to make a 
false 911 call which will put people in to even more 
danger.”

Reports: BP eyeing 
American for top job 


LONDON BP is expected to install an 
American known for diplomacy as 
chief executive, replacing Tony Hayward, 
who has come under fire for his gaffe- 
prone handling of the worst oil spill in U.S. 
history 

Bob Dudley, the U.S. executive manag- 
ing BP’s response to the spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico, is poised to get the top job, a move 
that could soften U.S. criticism of the Brit- 
ish oil major, sources close to the company 
said. 

BP had said it did not plan to issue a 
statement before 2 a.m. Tuesday the time 


it was due to report its results for the sec- 
ond quarter. 

Analysts at Barclays said BP could re- 
port a loss of $13 billion for the second 
quarter as it makes provisions of up to 
$25 billion for the cost of the spill. Those 
figures would far exceed an expected 
77 percent jump in underlying profit. 

BP could begin the final procedure to 
kill its leaking well late next week, the top 
U.S. spill response official said. That will 
involve pumping mud and cement through 
a relief well that has been drilled since 
May 2 to a spot close to the bottom of the 


damaged well. 

“The next thing that we need to do is 
get this well in the position where we can 
make the intercept and kill this well from 
the bottom,” retired Coast Guard Admi- 
ral Thad Allen told reporters in Washing- 
ton. 

More than five million barrels of oil have 
spilled into the Gulf of Mexico since the 
undersea leak began in late April, accord- 
ing to U.S. government estimates, hitting 
the coastlines and economies of five states 
and killing or injuring countless sea crea- 
tures and coastal birds.

Jailbreaking 

f ihones gets 
ederal OK 

□ NEW YORK iPhone users can now le- 
gally hack their phones to download 
applications that aren’t in Apple’s store. 

The U.S. Copyright Office, a division of 
the Library of Congress, has authorized 
new exemptions to the Digital Millennium 
Copyright Act, one of which will allow 
phone users to “jailbreak”— or hack into— 
their devices to use apps not authorized by 
the phone’s manufacturer. The rules will be 
published Tuesday in the Federal Register. 

Jailbreaking iPhones had been a legal 
gray area: Apple technically had the right 
to request a $2,500 fine for damages every 
time a user violated the law that bans “cir- 
cumvention of technological measures” 
controlling access to copyrighted works — 
in this case, the iPhone’s iOS software.

McGrady wants to be a Bull, but feeling might not be mutual

Tracy McGrady left the Berto Center on 
Monday without a contract offer after 
working out for roughly an hour and then 
meeting with Bulls management after 
lunch. 

This time, it wasn’t McGrad/s choice. 

Ten stunmers after flirting with the Bulls 
before joining his home state Orlando 
Magic in free agency, the seven-time All- 
Star told reporters that joining Derrick 
Rose and Co. is his top choice as he tries to 
resuscitate a career derailed by microfrac- 
ture surgery on his left knee in 2009. 

According to two people who witnessed 
the workout, McGrady shot the ball well 
but didn’t move with much fluidity or ex- 
hibit superior conditioning. Andy Greer, 


who served as an assistant with the Rock- 
ets along with coach TbmThibodeau when 
McGrady played there, led the workout. 

Those two coaches’ familiarity with 
McGrady— as well as Rose’s public lobby- 
ing for him that stems, in part, from their 
shared agency— represent McGrad/s best 
chance at landing a Bulls offer. Yet no de- 
finitive decision has been made, and one 
league source who spoke with Bulls man- 
agement said he wouldn’t be surprised if 
the Bulls passed. 

Another source said management has 
considered a non-guaranteed deal near the 
veteran’s minimxxm of $1.35 million if an of- 
fer is made. 

“I’d fit in well,” McGrady told reporters. 
“I’d bring what I know about the game and 


my athleticism and versatility Knowing 
my smarts for the game, leadership, any- 
thing I can add to help these guys over the 
edge.” 

McGrady played just 30 games last sea- 
son and, barring an injury to a rotation 
player, almost certainly would be reduced 
to a spot-minutes bench role should he 
land the 12th contract on the Bulls’ roster. 

“I won’t have a problem, but that’s not 
what I’m really shooting for,” McGrady 
said. “Tfeah, if I was the player that I was 
in a Knicks uniform, I would have no 
problem coming off the bench. But I have 
worked extremely hard and I’m far from 
being that player. Trust me. 

“It’s up to me in training camp to prove 
I’m a starter.”

The import: Pret a 
Manger (211 W. Adams 
St.), the UK-based chain 
of grab-and-go sand- 
wich, salad and soup 
shops with more than 
200 locations across 
the pond, in Hong Kong 
and in New York and 
Washington, D.C. 




The verdict: Accepted! The first Chicago 
outpost of Pret isn’t slated to open until 
September, but it can’t come fast enough 
for us. The chain’s focus on natural ingredi- 
ents and fresh-made sandwiches-includ- 
ing a broad selection served on proper, 
crusty French baguettes-should make for an ultra-quick lunch 
option the likes of which this city’s never seen before. 



More national newcomers 


The import: Beauty Bar (1444 W. Chicago Ave.), the small 
group of bars outfitted with dryer chairs and other vintage 
salon kitsch that started in New York in 1995. 

The verdict: Accepted! Sure, we’re a little 
jealous that Austin got a location before 
we did, but we’re still fans of this trippy, glit- 
tery hangout. Most of our affection has to 
do with the fact that Empty Bottle’s Pete 
Toalson gives our outpost a decidedly local 
touch by booking the DJ lineups, from Femme Fatale Fridays 
with DJ Ambers Waves to Rappin’ Ass Thursdays hosted by 
Fools’ Gold Records.

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The import: Mastro’s Steakhouse (520 N. Dearborn St.), the 
glitzy West Coast operation with roots in Scottsdale, Ariz., 
now best known for attracting celebs and power brokers to its 
Beverly Hills location. 



The verdict: Return to sender! If 
Sprinkles is late to the party, Mastro’s, 
aiming to open here in September, 
missed the party entirely. Chicago sets 
the bar nationally in the steakhouse cat- 
egory, and our proud history includes not-to-be-messed-with 
old-timers such as Gene and Georgetti (1941) and Morton’s The 
Steakhouse (1978). Fresh competition’s stiff too, with locally op- 
erated steak spots such as Benny’s Chop House (which opened 
in early April) and Chicago Cut Steakhouse (aiming for an early 
September opening) sharpening their knives. Do we really need 
another steakhouse, let alone one with seating for more than 
300? 



The import: Sprinkles Cupcakes (50 E. Walton St.), the 
Beverly Hills-based cupcake shop that arguably kicked off the 
cupcake craze back in 2004. (Yes, believe it or not, cupcake- 
only bakeries once were a novelty.) 


The verdict: Return to sender! 

We’re certainly not knocking Sprinkles 
cupcakes, artfully frosted and stylishly 
decorated treats that rely on high-end 
ingredients such as sweet cream but- 
ter, bittersweet Callebaut chocolate and 
Nielsen-Massey Madagascar bourbon vanilla. But Sprinkles, 
which finally opened Monday, was a long time coming-we 
first heard whispers of an arrival in Chicago more than four 
years ago. In the meantime, local bakeries stepped up with 
outstanding cupcakes of their own, and we reached our cup- 
cake saturation point months ago.
